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88\The multi-functional hand tool of claim 80, said first handle second 
end being disposed further away from said means for pivoting the jaws than said 
second handle, second end. 

89. The rfvulti-functional hand tool of claim 81 , further comprising a 
plurality of interchangeable tool bits, whereby the driver tool is a multiple tool bit 
driver tool, and the firtrt handle second end comprises a box for stowing the 
multiple tool bit driver toty and the bladed tool in their respective inoperable 
positions. 

REMARKS 



Applicants elect the species of FIGS. 20-22, 21 A and 21 B. 
Applicants have cancelled claims 57-70, without prejudice. 
Applicants have added claims 77-89. 

Claims 71-89 (as renumbered) are presented for prosecution on the 
merits.

20-21 , 21 A and 21 B. Independent claims 71 and 77 are not generic to 
the non-elected species.
